This subject appeared to be of averuge or above average irtelligence, spoke 
with good vocabulary and seemed to be of sound charactor. 


NARRATIV SUMMARY: 
| I was enroute rom Bellefontaine to Lima, O» Saturday June 11, 1949 about 5:20Pu 
over route 33 and 117. When about 1 mile South of Huntsville, Ohio I notio»d an 
object in the air ard it seemed to be dex diving directly ut the highway in front of 
me and it looked like it might strike me. I pulled the car to the side of the high- 
way quickly and rot out, shading my polaroid glasses wit}: my hands to obtain a 
better look. I observed an object approaching from high in front of me and a little 
to my right at what appeared to be a terrifio speed. The object dove directly 
toward the highway and when about 1000 feet above the ground it turned to its 
right and kax headed north and west. hən approaching head or it a:poared to be 
oval in shape with small short objects protruding from the lower half, much like 
the appoaranoe of a Seals (See Diagran No. 1) Flippers. 
When makin; its turn it aopeured to be more of a square turn ana not like an 
airplane. t's actions could best be described that it looked like a puppet on 
| a string with someone guiding same. 
As this object made its bank or turn to the right it's form took on tho shape of 
being perfectly round or oval with a terrifio, blinding light shining fron it. 
It possibly was the sun's reflection. I was wearing poloroid glasses at the tine. 
It then headed straicht away from me to the North west at a very high rate of 
speed and took tho shapo of & porpendicular line. (See Diagram) 
| As the oraft was approaching me I looked about me to see if ka there was anyone 
else about to see it. Thore was no ono workinz in the fields nor anyono that I 
| could stop on the highway. I looked for any smoke, flames or sound but there was 
1 none. I ohecked tho area aftur the craft had left for any sound from nearby 
| tractors, trains eto. which might have covered any sound it may have made but there 
| was none. I proceeded into Huntsville and stopped at tho filling station and asked 
kj two mn there if they had heard an airplane go over head and they answered 
negative. I then went on home and told my wife and no one else until this officer 


appeared today.
